Fort Wayne Indiana, August 1 1968 0. a 
Appeal to the Oity Céuncil and Zone Commission. 


The area Rudisill Blvd. and Hanna St. is restricted to a community of residences. 
Recently, a petition was introduced to reezone the northwest corner of this inter. 
section for business, and later amended to include all four corners. 


About a year ago your two organizations refused a similar petition to rezone this 
corner for business as some ninety property owners signed a petition objecting: to 

a filling station being placed on this same cornere since there was already a fill- 
ing station on the southeast corners this operation was there before the city made 
Rudisill Blvd. a restricted residential boulevard. There has been no change since 
thet time. 


Also, besides this service station, there are 2 service stations within 3 blocks 
north on Hanna end 2 within 4 blosks south. This takes care of Hanna St. traffic. 
Between Hanna and Calhoun Ste there are 6 service stations which surely takes care 
of Rudisill traffic. 


In a residential area, a service station is a nuisance: to all residents because 
of their long hours, racket, commotion, flickering lights and crackling noise of 
streamerse 


This infiltrated type of business brings lucrative returns to the few property 
owners nearest this intersectiomwho sell to the rich oil corporations, while the 
other nearby residents are left "holding the bag! with deflated property values 
and toleration of an unsightly, unpleasant “misfit" in its midst. 


Lastly, Rudi@gill Blvd. was intended as a fast thorofare from southwest Fort Wayne 
to southeast and visa versa, It is a speedy route for0ity fire trucks, police cars, 
and ambulances. More business corners will slow down this traffic and endanger 


lives and property. 


For reasons just stated, we implore the Council and Z6ning Commission to carefully 
consider and reject any petitions for reszoning any corners of Rudisill Blvd. 
and Hanna Ste. and adjacent properties.
